The Board of Supervisors convened in adjourned session, members present Chair 

Creston Schubert, Raymond Drey and Devlun Whiteing 

Minutes of the meeting held March 28, 2023 were read and approved. 

County Engineer Jeff Williams requested that the agenda be amended for the 

consideration of an application for approval of undergroud costruction for West Central 

Rural Water line located from Grant Township Section 26 to Section 27 near the south drive 

at 3259 Jasper Avenue for Jeff and Sheri Chandler.  Drey moved to amend the agenda and 

Whiteing seconded the motion, it carried all voting Aye.  Whiteing moved to approve and 

authorize the Chair to sign said application.  Drey seconded the motion and it carried, 

all voting Aye. 

Drey moved to approve and authorize the Chair to sign a quote in the amount of 

$294,856 for a Catepillar 140M2 Motor Grader CPT Plus Rebuild from ZieglerCat.  Whiteing 

seconded the motion and it carried, all voting Aye. 

A motion by Whiteing and seconded by Drey to approve the FY 2024 Secondary Road 

Budget to be filed with the State.  Motion carried, all voting Aye. 

Drey moved to approve the 2024 5 year plan.  Whiteing seconded the motion and it 

carried, all voting Aye. 

At 10:30 a.m., this being the time and place as published, Chair Schubert opened the 

public hearing for the consideration of the Ida County FY-24 proposed budget.  Roger 

Bumann, Farm Bureau Representative was present.  Discussion was held on increased levies 

for the Rural due to the utilization of the Unified Law Levy.  Increases in the budget was 

due to increases in salary, insurance and other inflationary factors.  At 10:40 a.m., 

Chair Schubert closed the hearing.  Whiteing moved and Drey seconded a motion to approve 

the Resolution 23-12 FY-24 County Budget,and authorize the Chair to sign.  A motion by 

Drey and seconded by Whiteing to approve Resolution 23-13 Elected Official Salaries for 

FY-24.  Motion carried all voting Aye. 

EMS Director-Corey Trucke, Robert Welte-EMT and Sheriff Wade Harriman were present 

for a presentation with regards to Ida County EMS Services and the need for additional 

financial assistance for equipment, buildings, education, and staffing.  Discussion was 

also held on the process to have the Board of Supervisors hold public hearings to place a 

proposition, not to exceed $.75 per thousand of valuation on the City/School Election held 

November 7, 2023.  Whiteing moved to approve and publish notice of consideration of 

Resolution 23-15 Essential Services Resolution and have the first public hearing on June 

27, 2023 at 10:30 a.m pursuant to Iowa Code 422D.1 to declare EMS be an essential county 

service.  Drey seconded the motion and it carried, all voting Aye. 

It was the concensus of the Board not to approve the Pets in the Courthouse Policy. 

A motion by Drey and seconded by Whiteing to approve and authorize the Chair to sign 

Change Order #10, North Entry Renovation in the amount of $4,951.  Motion carried, all 

voting Aye. 

Whiteing moved to approve and authorize the Chair to sign Change Order #14, Painting 

Vault Doors in the amount of $843.  Drey seconded the motion and it carried, all voting 

Aye. 

A motion to approve Resolution 23-14 Transfer $1,699 from the IDAUR#1 Fund to the 

Secondary Road fund was made by Drey and seconded by Whiteing.  Motion carried, all voting 

Aye.  Details of Resolutions 23-12, 23-13, 23-14 and proposed 23-15 are on file and maybe 

reviewed in the Auditor’s Office or on the idacounty.iowa.gov website. 

A motion by Whiteing and seconded by Drey to approve and authorize the Chair to sign 

a letter from the Ida County Ag Society for the 2023 America’s Farmers Grow Donation from 

The Bayer Fund to the Ida County Trust Fund.  Motion carried, all voting Aye. 

Drey moved to approve the Auditor, Recorder and Sheriff’s Quarterly Reports.  

Whiting seconded the motion and it carried, all voting Aye. 

A motion to approve and authorize the Chair to sign AIA Document G701-2017 for 

Contract Change Orders #1-#13 in the amount of $124,369 was made by Whiteing and seconded 

by Drey.  Motion carried, all voting Aye.
